The: Southern Advocate, of September 
18, publishes the folowing extract frou a letter of the 
late President Lincoln to Gen, Wadsworth, who fell 
in.the battle of the Wilderness, ‘The.letter, which is 
of a private character, is to be sent to General Wads- 
* orth’s family. It shows that Mr. Lincoln desired 

e bestowal of the elective franchise upon the blacks, 
and was also at an early day in favor of granting a} 
universal amnesty. Mr. Lincoln says: 


« You desire to know in the event of our com- 
plete success in the field, the same being followed by 
loyal and cheerful submission on the part of the 
fouth, if a universal atnnesty should ‘not be accom- 
panied with universal suffrage. Now, since you know 
private’ inclinations as to what ternis ‘should be 
to the South in the contingency mentioned, 
will here add that:if our success should thus be realiz; 
ed and followed by such desired results, [ can’t see if 
universal amnesty is granted, how, under the circum- 
stances, 1 can avoid exacting in retarn universal. suf- 


feage, or at least suffrage on the basis of intelligence’ 


and military service.
